THE RED ANT,

From the procecdings of the Natural History’ 
Association of Bombay, as piven in the Temes 


we quote the follawing account, by. 


Fy 
E. H, Aitken, of the peculiar habits of the 
red Sint. Hesayst~ =. . : 
The ways of this remarkable insect are not so 
well known as they deserve to be.. Most of us 
have made its acquaintance at times in the 
jungles but .t ii casual introductions have 
left no desis closer intimacy, | I thin! 
therefore, hat a short ;account: of the re 
ant, “at home," unillustrated' by live speci- 
mens, may be interesting. The jnsect | mean 
is about half an inch long, and of a light 
red or orange-brown tint, Its scientific name ia 
Camponotus smaragdinus, or “the emerald 
ant,” and Kirby ‘says it is remarkable for its 


green colour, The explanation ofthis is probably- 
_that.the.first specimen_which found its way to | 


Europe was a queen, for she is green, and is a 
chandsome’ and striking insect., We are more 
concerned with the workér, and ng stick to our 
familiar name, The red ant, then, is not a house 
ant. It'doces not enter our dwellings and plunder 
our stores, Neither is it a ground ant. It makes 

. neither burrows nor hills, It is entirely arboreal, 
making its nest among green leaves, which it 

| draws together with a material: like’ silk, 
. or. cobweb. As to its food, it seems, like 

“ most ill-tempered people, to necd ‘very little, 
‘T have'never seen’ the red ant storing anything, 
but they swarm about, corrinda bushes during

fruits, and I have seen them in attendance on
